Trucking service to business 


houses in Dixon may be discon- 
tinued through a work stoppage 
which now depends solely on the 
outcome of a meeting of Chauf- 
feurs local No. 455, (A.F.L.) which 
has been called for next Sunday 
morning. 
A meeting was held 


yesterday at which time it was 
reported that some concessions 
were made upon the part of the 
drivers and dock workers and 
helpers, but no final settlement of 
the questions i n v o l v e d was 
reached. 


The 30-day cooling off period 


expires next Saturday and the 
meeting has been called for Sun- 
day morning to determine the 
next step to be taken, which may 
result 
in 
the 
work 
stoppage. 


About 100 drivers of five major 
trucking firms and some smaller 
operators, were reported to be 
involved in the labor dispute. 


It was reported today that the 


drivers, who are now receiving 87 
cents an hour, are asking to be 
increased to $1.05 an hour while 
the dock men and helpers, who 
have been paid SO cents an hour 
are asking for 93 cents. In the 
latter classification ten per cent 
addition is being sought for night 
work. 


Lessner Makes Statement 


Frank Lessner, business agent 


for the local made the following 
statement today: 


"The drivers and helpers have 


received only a two cent increase 
in the last two years, and during 
this period the cost of living has 
increased 40 per cent. Practically 
all of the companies involved in 
the dispute appear to be willing 
to sign a new contract but one 
which employs only five 
men. 


Should a work stoppage occur, 
this single company will be re- 
sponsible."

An exposure of communist in- 
fluences m the government, in 
unions and in Hollywood was 
ticketed today as the chief busi- 
ness for the House committee on 
Unamerican activities in the new 
congress. 


Rep. J. Parnell Thomas (R-NJ), 


who will head the group, made 
clear in a statement of his plans 
that President Trumans move to 
''Purge" the federal payrolls of 
communists and "subversive" per- 
sons will not deter the committee 
from pressing its own inquiry in 
that field. 


Lists Committee Aim 


He listed as a committee aim 


"to expose and ferret out the 
communists and communist sym- 
pathizers in the federal govern- 
ment". 


Mr. Truman, by executive order, 


created an interagency commis- 
sion yesterday to work out stand- 
ards and procecdures for locating 
and dismissing disloyal persons 
who have gained federal employ- 
ment. 


The commission also is to make 


recommendations on whether pi es- 
ent regulations give the govern- 
ment adequate protection against 
employment of disloyal and sub- 
versive persons. It is to report 
to Mr. Truman bv Feb. 1. 


The president's action was in 


line with recommendations made 
last summer by a House Civil 
Service subcommittee. 


All Represented 


The commission is to be made 


up of one representative each 
from the Justice, State. Trensury, 
War and Navy departments and 
the Civil Service commission. 


The Columbians, an organiza-

Wage Losses Mounting 


to Millions Foreseen 
by Industrial Leaders 


Curtailment of Opera- 
tions Because of Coal 


Strike Already Felt 


(By The Associated Press) 


Wage losses running into mil- 


lions of dollars appeared the out- 
look today by industry spokesmen 
in event of a 10 to 30-day shut- 
down of the nation's soft coal 
mines, with a steadily increasing 
number of workers in many in- 
dustries forced into idleness. 


With the 400,000 AFL-Umted 


Mine Workers away from their 
jobs for the sixth day—resulting 
in drastic government coal-saving 
orders—there already appeared a 
wave of unemployment in some 
sections of the country. Steel mills 
and industries dependent on coal 
were the first to feel the effects 
and a survey indicated that more 
than 30.000 were made idle. 
At 


least 38 of the nation's 227 blast 
furnaces were banked and steel 
companies announced further cuts 
in production appeared likely, re- 
sulting in large scale layoffs. 


Some railroads also started fur- 


loughing workers. 
The Illinois 


Central, which derives one-third 
of its freight revenue from coal 
carrying, announced it had laid off 
nearly 3,500 employes over its en- 
tire system. The Chicago & East- 
ern Illinois railway, largely a coal 
carrier, dropped 500; the West- 
ern Maryland and the Baltimore 
& Ohio each laid off 1,000; 165 
railroad workers in Utah were 
made idle, .while the Terre Haute 
(Ind.) division of the Milwaukee 
line also dropped some workers. 
Rail freight shipments have not 
been affected by the coal shortage, 
a spokesman for the American As- 
sociation of Railroads said. 


Steel Operations Cut 


U. S. Steel Corporation begin- 


ning today said it would curtail 
operations in the Carnegie-Illinois 
Steel Corporation's plants in the 
Pittsburgh area to 35 per cent of 
normal while from other steel com- 
panies in the Pittsburgh area 
came announcements of cuts in 
production. 


Spokesmen for a steel company 


said the industry generally is plan- 
ning' against curtailment of prod- 
ucts required in the manufacture 
of automobiles, farm implements, 
refrigerators, 
washing, machines 


and similar products. The auto- 
mobile industry has not felt the 
first effects of the coal shutdown. 


3ji Chicago, the Illinois Manu- 


facturers Association said that in 
Illinois alone the first 10 days of 
the shutdown would bring a week-

The train, occupied 
by three persons, was traveling 
wesward from nearby El Paso at 
the time of the wreck.

Coal Walkout Cuts 
Deeply Into Steel 


Production, Rails 


Pittsburgh, Nov. 26 — (AP) — 


The spreading tentacles of the six- 
day-old bituminous walkout reach- 
ed far beyond the nations coal 
mines today with more than 30,- 
000 workers idled in steel trans- 
portation and other related in- 
dustries. 


Additional thousands were ex- 


pected to be furloughed by U. S. 
Steel Corp. as the result of a 65 
per cent slash in opeiations sched- 
uled to start today in Pittsburgh 
and Youngstown plants of Carne- 
gie Illinois Steel Corp. 


Forty-five out of the nations 


227 blast furnaces dependent on 
coal-derived coke to keep burnin 
were banked. 


Steel Finns Close 


Youngstown Sheet and Tube 


Co. which had 10,000 idle, cut pro- 
duction in the Youngstown area 
by 50 per cent. Bethlehem Steel 
Corp. laid off 8,000 of its 14,000 
employes at the Johnstown, Pa., 
plant and 5,000 more at the Spar- 
rows Point, Md., works. 


At its Lackawanna, N. Y., works 


Bethlehem Steel put 2,000 workers 
on an alternating workday sched- 
ule to avoid complete layoffs as 
open hearth blast 'furnace and 
coke oven departments and bloom- 
ing mills were cut to half capac- 
ity.

Lewis could gracefully slide out 
of the present situation without 
loss of prestige and without yield- 
ing on his demands, since he has 
never specifically stated his de- 
mands. 


At the same time, the govern- 


ment could relinquish its unwant- 
ed control over the mines which 
it seized during last spring's 59- 
day strike.

New York, Nov.

Trading- in refined soybean oil on 
the New York produce exchange, 
inaugurated Monday, marked the 
elevation of soybeans to the com- 
pany of wheat, cotton, corn and 
other prized commodities in the 
nation's economy. 


Providing for the first time a 


market for hedging, the initial 
sale was a 60.000 pound contract 
for January oil at 25.25 cents per 
pound. 
Under OPA the ceiling 


pi ice was 12.84 cents per pound. 


Prized for centuries by China 


and 
Manchuria., 
the 
soybean 


reached the United States in 1804 
but attained no commercial im- 
portance until the first success- 
ful soybean milling enterprise in 
Illinois in 1922 disclosed its value 
as a source of vegetable oil, flour, 
livestock 
feed, 
and 
other by- 


products. 


The soybean is grown m Ohio, 


Illinois, Iowa, Indiana, and virt- 
ually wherever com is grown. 
Its 
resistence. to 
insects and 


drought enables farmers to culti- 
vate it after other crops have 
failed because of lack of moisture. 


Orientals find great use for the 


soybean as the basis of curd or 
cheese but its chief attraction to 
westein glowers is to be found 
in prof us fiom refined oil and in 
soybean floui which in taste is 
slightly reminiscent of almonds 
and is in gieat demand by bakeis 
andpastrj makers. 


From indifferent crops in 1922 


the domestic pioduction in 1945 
totalled 191,722 000 bushels.

Election news on labor unions 


largely centered on the three 
states of Arizona, Nebraska and 
South Dakota. These states vot- 
ed to outlaw the closed shop. Ar- 
kansas and Florida had taken 
similar action. This makes five. 
But the point has been made that 
these five states are not large 
factory states; have few unions 
and few labor union votes. 
So, 


their action has been discounted. 


The real question is: How do 


workingmen and particularly la- 
bor union members feel about the 
way their unions are run? 


One answer 
to this question 


can be found in 
Massachusetts. 


With the exception of Rhode Is- 
land, Massachusetts has the high- 
est percent of its people living in 
cities and towns (89.4%) of any 
state in the union. 
The people 


earn their livings in industry, not 
on the farm. 
The proportion of 


its families whose breadwinners 
belong to unions must be corres- 
pondingly high.

In the recent elections, the vot- 


ers of Massachusetts had before 
them a referendum, seeking to 
bring to light the inner secrets 
of labor unions. 
It was known 


as the Barnes bill, named after 
the attorney general of the state, 
himself a candidate for re-elec- 
tion. 
, 


The Barnes referendum provides 


that no labor union may operate 
in Massachusetts until the pres- 
ident and secretary of the union 
file with the Commissioner of La- 
bor and Industries a statement 
of the union's aims; the names, 
addresses and salaries of all of- 
ficers; initiation fees and scales 
of dues "fines and assessments. 
Thereafter the union must report 
annually to the 
Commissioner: 


salaries paid to officers: all ex- 
penditures, with name and address 
of recipient and amount of pay- 
ment; and receipts from dues, 
initiation fees, fines and assess- 
ments. 
Penalty for non-compli- 


ance is a §50 minimum, $500 
maximum fine. 


Both the AFL and the CIO 


campaigned 
vigorously 
against 


the adoption of the referendum. 
They also urged that Atty. Gen. 
Barnes be sent to political ob- 
livion.

Before giving the result, one 


might pause and reflect on the 
fact that referendums, bond is- 
sues, etc., seldom bring out the 
vote as do the names and per- 
sonalities of candidates. 


Lodge got '60.07 per cent of the 


votes cast for 
U. S. senator. 


Bradford got 54.63 per cent of 
the votes cast for governor. Cool- 
idge for lieutenant governor got 
50.33—an :eyelash win. Curtis for 
state treasurer got 54.30 per cent. 


The Barnes referendum got 65 


per cent! 
This was more than 


that received by any of the win- 
ning candidates for the important 
offices named above. 


Atty. Gen. Barnes was re-elect- 


ed by 55.13 per cent of the votes 
cast for that office. This was bet- 
ter than that received by the 
governor, lieutenant governor, or 
state treasurer.
